CARE OF CHICKENS. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly Jrish 

orrespondent says :— 

In connection with the above matter, every- 
thing possible should be done to see that 
young chicks have proper care and treat- 
ment during the growing period. Yon 
must not make the mistake of allowing 
overcrowding; therein lies disaster. 
Under no citéumstances underfeed the 
birds. Both these faults will curtail the 
progress of birds, perhaps, to the extent 
that they may suffer seriously in health, 
or, at amy rate, that the autumn egg 
output may be almost negligible. There 
is no use in going in for keeping extra 
birds or having them hatched early 
unless you first are sure that you have 
sufficient and suitable accommodation for 
the number of birds you intend to rear, 
and that you are prepared to feed and 
manage them properly.

REVEALED 


Stating that there was not enough evidence 
to show whether morphia was taken suici 
dally or as a medicinal dose. nor whether 
the drowning was accidental or deliberate, 
Mr, Ingleby Oddie, the Coroner, returned an 
open verdict at the Paddington, London, 
inquest yesterday on a S52 years old doctor 
who died in hospital after being found 
unconscious in a bath A post-mortem 
examination revealed hypodermic punctures 
and the presence of morphia. 

The doctor was Philip Jacobs, living at 
Queen's road, Bayswater, London, and the 
son of Glasgow parents. He was strted to 
have been depressed about his work. 

The Coroner said that it was possible that 
in a moment of anxiety Dr. Jacohs had 
decided to give himself a fatal dose of 
morphia. On the other hand, he might have 
taken an ordinary dose and a hot bath to 
soothe his nerves.

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TRACTORS ON THE FARM

. COST OF WORKING 


NE of the most usef~! articles in that 
0 admirably turned out publication, 
“The Farmers’ Red Book, 1937,” is 
that entitled “Cost of Tractor Ploughing 
and other Operations."" This summarises 
the views of Mr. 8. J, Wright in his report 
of the work of 33 tractors testdd by the 
Royal Agricultural Society of England. Most 
of the tractors were not more than three 
years old, and they averaged 503 hours of 
drawbar work per year, ‘hte hing being 
easily the most common task. lever, Ford- 
sons averaged 654 hours apiete at an hourly 
cost (excluding wages) of 2s, Oid. ‘The total 
cost was made up as follows :—Fuel, 84. ; 
oil, 2d.; depreciation, 1s.; and repairs, 2d. 
The average age of these tractors war 
eighteen months and the average fuel con- 
sumption 1.12 gallons per hour. 

Three International 10/20 and two Case 
17/27 tractors resulted in an average hourly 
cost of 2s. 3d. and is. 9d. respectively. 
Direct comparison between the different types 
of tractor on the basis of these costs is not 
possible because the groups, being of different 
average age, were charged with different 
amounts for depreciation. There is, however, 
a definite indication that, espggially when the 
relative power is taken into aceount, a higher 
capital expenditure on the power unit may be 
— repaid in lower running .costs. 

ight 10 h.p.. tractors, each palling a two- 
furrow plough, averaged 0.38 acres per hour 
over a full year, while two 26 h.p. tractors, 
pulling 3furrow ploughs, averaged 0.60 
acres. Unless there was a definite difference 
between the soil types concerned in the two 
cases, the larger tractors were evidently 
underloaded. 

For comparison with the figures mentioned 
earlier it can be deduced that the average 
cost of ploughing with the Fordson tractors 
was about 7s. 6d. per acre: Since the farms 
concerned were all sitnated in Scotland. it 
can presumably be taken for granted that 
horse ploughing would have cost appreciably 
more. 


Ploughing at 7/6 per Acre 


One other reference to costs of tracio 
ploughing refers to work on the Long Witten 
ham farm during two seasons, In 1933 the 
cost of ploughing 372 acres with track-laying 
tractors and 4furrow ploughs 
7s. Ad. per acre. With the same e uipment 
in 1934 the cost of ploughing 760 acres 
averaged 7s. 6d. per acre. 

The main interest of accurate cost records 
of this kind is that they provide a standard 
of comparison for other tractor users. Less 
favourable costings in individual cases may, 
of course, be due to heavier land or to 
awkwardly situated fields On the other 
hand, where there is no such obvious external 
cause, the trouble may be due either to 
uneconomic loading of the tractor or to had 
arrangement of the work. Grossly 
uneconomical loading can be avoided by

A Comparison with Horses 


Coming again to the old question of horse 
versus tractor, Í think the following remarks 
of Mr. Wright will be read with general 
interest : 

One pcint of importance, about which very 
little information has yet been available, is 
the number. of horses that ought to be 
replaced by a tractor of given size. Par- 
ticulars are given of the work done by two 
tractors in preparing a 65 acre field for sugar 
beet, and these are compared with an esti- 
mate, based on previous experience on the 
same land, of the horse labour that would 
have been required to achieve the same result. 

The tractors twice cultivated) harrowed 
and rolled the field and distributed manure 
over the whole area in a little over two and 
a half days. It was estimated that & total 
of 115 horse days would have been required 
in the absence of tractors for the same series 
of operations. Making no allowance for the 


each machine thus did work equal to that of 
ten and a half horses. 

Figures like this are, of course, attainable 
only on large and more or less specialised 
farms. On smaller and more mixed farms 
there are occasions where the indivisibility of 
tne tractor offsets many of its advantages. 
The economital use of the tractér on smali 
farms depends oi. contriving that the tractor 
shall take as big a share of the work as 
possible, so reducing horse work to the bare 
minimum. In general this is largely a matter 
of devising expedients to suit the needs of 
individuat farms.

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African Corn Cures 


The other &fternoon in Little Mary 
strect I spent a few minutes watching a 
coloured gentleman boosting his wares. 
He was a young man with beautifully 
white teeth. He wore a woman’s cretonne 
dressing gown. The object cf this un. 
conventional garment was, 1 suppose, to 
attract a crowd. His picturesque patter 
amused.me, and it certainly impressed 
his listeners. 

Young men and women fell easy 
victims to an Oriental heroscope, written 
in spirit writing, and an African charm. 
At twopence this was good value. 

However, his great speciality was a sure 
cure for corns and welts. “In my 
“country,” he said, “we don’t have welts 
or corns. We must go bare-footed, 
because we are too poor in Africa to buy 
boots or shoes. In Europe you must 
wear boots or shoes. It is the fashion. 
If you washed your feet every day, or 
three times a week, you wouldn't have 
corns and welts. Some people only wash 
them when they go to the seaside. But 
this box: at threepence will cure any corn 
or welt. Just rub ‘t in and it melts the 
trouble in a few days.’’ 

He also found a ready sale for big boxes 
of tooth powder at sixpence each.

‘Che Order of St. Patrick 


Although King George VI. now becomes 
Sovereign of the Most Illustrious Order 
of St. Patrick, he never was a Knight of 
that Order. Neither was his father, King 
George V. King Edward VIII., however, 
like his grandfather, King Edward VII., 
was a K.P., their respective Investitures 
taking place when they were Princes of 
The Investiture of the now Duke 
of Windsor was: a juiet affair, attended 
with little formal ceremony, at Bucking- 
ham Palace, whereas that of his grand- 
father took place in St. Patrick’s Cathe- 
dral, Dublin, providing the Irish capital 
with a day of great rejoicing and scenes of 
colourful pageantry. Special galleries 
were erected in the Cathedral, so that the 
Prince’s Investiture might be witnessed by 
a great number of the Irish nobility and 
gentry.. A contemporary newspaper ac- 
count speaks of the reckless driving of 
cabs in the streets on this occasion. 


GC he Earl of Ulster 


Two other members of the Roval 
Family are Knights of St. Patrick—the 
Duke of Gloucester, who also is Earl of 
Ulster, and who was the last creation, in 
1934, and the Duke of Connaught, who is 
the only survivor of the twenty-four 
Knights whose banners hang in St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral. The last banner to 
be hung in the Cathedral was that of the 
late King Edward VII., to whose investi- 
ture in 1868 I have referred. . After that 
the Order was secularised. The Duke of 
Connaught had been invested privately by 
his mother, Queen Victoria. Two others 
of the Knights whose banners are in the 
Cathedral were invested at the Viceregal 
Lodge, arid one, the Earl of Mayo, en- 
joyed the distinction of being invested at 
Calcutta, when he was Governor-General] 
of India. A few years afterwards, in 
1872, he was assassinated at the Andaman 
Islands. From 1871 to 1911 investitures 
took place in St. Patrick’s Hall, Dublin 
Castle: where a number of Knights’ 
banners still hang, and since 1911 at 
Buckingham Palace. 


Life in China 


Although the remnant of the old Manchu 
families of China strongly disapprove of 
their country being run as a Republic, they 
prefer the wise policy hitherto pursued by 
Chiang Kai-shek to the position which has 
arisen through his abduction, Chiang was 
fair to everybody, and in him these people 
saw a dictator from whom they would get 
a square deal. Many of the old Manchu 


families still maintain their headquarters 
in Pekin. There they lead a tranquil 
existence, surrounded much of their 
ancient State. Their walled palaces, their 
chrysanthemums, and their jade and 
emerald gems are still left them to enjoy. 
A great many of their palaces are rare 
examples of the baroque style introduced 
by the Jesuits into China in the past. But 
should Chiang Kai-shek go the way of 
those other strong men, such as Bn 
Shih-Kai, Wu Pei-fu and Chang Tso-lin, 
who flashed and fell, then the Manchu 
aristocrats may look to their treasure.

Lesser lights that go 
back to 1923 can be obtained for as 
little as 10s. or 12s. But for a turkey 
dinner there is nothing to beat a good 
Burgundy. There is a time-honoured verse 
which runs something like this:— 

Bordeaux for the people 
Champagne for the nobles, 
Burgundy for the kings. 

Burgundy is regarded by many con- 
noisseurs as the king of wines. It is 
derived from the grapes of the Aube, Ain, 
Loire and Céte d’Or, all in the ancient 
province of Burgundy. . Among the post- 
war vintages that of 1923 is good, and it 
should be remembered that it is essential 
that Burgundy should acquire a tempera- 
ture of 60 degrees, and that gradually, 
before it is consumed, 


‘Peaeock a la Mode 


There was a time in the history of 
festive celebrations when the peacock was 
the bird á la mode. But it was a mode 
d’autrefois! In the Tong ago period the 
peacock took the place on the festive board 
that the turkey does to-day. This grand. 
looking bird was treated with far more 
ceremony and culinary attention than any 
modern fowl has ever received since, He 
was carefully stripped of his skin, to which 
his plumage adhered. Stuffed with spice 
and rare herbs, after his roasting he was 
allowed to cool, and then his plumage was 
replaced, his beak gilded, and he was 
carried to table by the lady of most 
distinguished birth in the company. As 
often as not, instead of the replaced skin 
and “ype á his roasted body was com- 
pletely covered with gold leaf; and a 
piece of cotton wool, saturated with spirit 
placed in his beak, was set alight before 
the carver began his operations.

i , Alderman P. 8. Doyle, T.D., 
said that the Board had nothing to do with 
relief works. The conditions at the Labour 
Exchange were that men in receipt of over 
16s. a week unemployment assistance got 
four days’ work a week; men receiving less 
than 16s, a week got three days work a week, 
and men who received no unemployment 
assistance got no work. He instanced the 
weekly budget of a married man with two 
children whose total income was 14s. a week. 
His outla 
Sd., equal 2s, lld.; oil 1jd., sugar Is. 2d., 
tea 10d., 2ibs. margarine 1s. 4d., Neave’s foou 
for a child 6d., coal 4d a day, making a total 
of 16s. 8d. for the week. They had, he said, 
large numbers on their lists who were gettin 
no unemployment assistance. They vinta 
these people to get on the relief works, but 
had no power to do it. There had been a 
united demand made by members of the 
Dublin Corporation to the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health for finances 
for this purpose without result. Boards all 
over the country had complained of this. 

Mr. R. Blake said that the same thing ob- 
tained in the Co. Dublin. It was unfair to 
the ratepayers and dishonest. 


A BIG PROBLEM 


The Chairman said that the problem was a 
big one, and he did not know how they could 
get over it. The Corporation had appealed 
to the Minister to allow of the nomination of 
men for relief work, but that suggestion was 
not entertained. He thought the rotation 
system the most unsatisfactory that ever had 
been introduced. 

The relief supervisors reported that in the 
past week 6,691 cases had been relieved at a 
cost of £3.415, a decrease of 85 cases and £25, 
as compared with the preceding week. There 
was a decrease of 226 cases and £58 expendi- 
ture, as compared with the corresponding 
week last year. 

Vouchers for 5 544lbs. of beef, valued at 
£146 16s. 10d., had been issued during the 
week. 

On the motion of Dr. Hannigan, the shoe 
makers and all the outdoor staff were granted 
a half-day on Christmas Eve.

MR. G WALMSLEY 
RETIRING

WHEN IRELAND WON THE 
TRIPLE CROWN 


———- —— 


LTHOUGH he is sixty-eight years of 
A age, Mr. George Walmsley, the old 

Irish Rugby International, feels like 
taking up football again—but he is going to 
devote all his time to golf and gardening 
instead. 

Mr .Walms'ey, who is retiring from the 

ition of Assistant Traffic Manager of the 
Great Southern Railways at the end of the 
month, has been on the staff for forty-eight 
years. He is well known to the trading 
public, and had a distinguished career in 
the service of the Midland Great Western 
Railway and. since the amalgamation, with 
the Great Southern Railways. 

He was ón the Irish team in 1804, when 
it won the triple crown by beating England. 
Scotland and Wales for the first time. He 
was then playing for Bective Rangers, the 
famous old team which gave six inter 
nationals in that year. After the inter- 
national team had beaten Eng'and at Black- 
heath, he was playing against Trinity 
College when he broke me leg, and he was 
unable to take part in any of the other 
matches of the season. 


PRESENT-DAY RUGBY 


Mr. Walmsley. who is retiring from the 
of the present-day methods of playing Rugby 

“1 strongly object,” he said, “ to the wing 
forwards. We had none in my day. We 
depended on the solid scrummage, a quick 
break, and the old Irish way of keeping 
the ball at our feet. In those days, how- 
ever, our backs were not up to the same 
standard of those in the present team, but 
I be'ieve our forwards were superior. Any 
victories we had were due to the work of our 
forwards.”’ 

He helieves that the Irish team will do 
well this year if they have luck on their side. 
They had been unfortunate in the last three 
seasons. 

“In football, like cricket, a great deal 
depends on chance. You just may happen 
to have a good team, but luck is against 
vou. 
confidence,” 


PLAYING AT FIFTEEN 


Mr. Walmsley started to play football 
when he was fifteen y.ars of age. He was 
then a pupil of, and played for, the old 
Santry School. Wher he lett school he 
joined Clontarf, which at that time was only 
a second-class team. Through the influence 
of Mr. Jack Roche, the old international 
connected with Wanderers, he began to play 
with Bective Ranger, and was put on the 
first fifteen almost immediately. Later he 
acted as honorary secretary to the club for 
six years, and was vice-captain of the team 
in the year when Ireland secured the triple 
crown for the first time 

“There are very few of the old 
internationals left. here now, he said; 
“many are in foreign places, but we have 
John O'Connor and Jack Macaulay, the 
seventy-two years old treasurer of the 
Munster province.” 

Mr. Walmsley was as good at business as 
at Rugby football. He joined the old Mid- 
land Railway at the age of nineteen as a 
junior clerk in the accounts office. Then he 
became chief clerk at the North Wall, and 
later was appointed superintendent at Sligo, 
where for twelve years he looked after the 
interests of three comvanies—the Midland 
Great Western, the Sligo-Leitrim and the 
Great Southern.

Of course, certain 
properties are being developed, but the fact 
that. large areas are not laid out for building 
which the town 
is continually deploring. Until a 
more comprehensive survey is made of large 
areas, it will be impossible for the ordinary 
builder to lay down roads and lay out areas 
long before houses are built on the site. 
Although the city has extended, and new 
areas have been opened up, there is a con- 
siderable demand for property of this descrip- 
tion, and it is one of the features of this 
market that desirable building plots are 
not available in all parts of the county. 
Houses are still difficult to procure at 
reasonable rents, and any that are available 
are being let at about £100 per annum. 
Difficulty is experienced in selling the pre- 
war house in competition with the numerous 
newly-erected houses. It is difficult to vnder- 
stand what is to become of this class of 
property, especially when it has a basement: 
is it to pulled down and a different class 
of property erected on it or is it to be 
allowed to decay and hecome tenement-class 
property ? 


BUSINESS PREMISES 


The demand for business premises continues 
to be good, and at the present time a very 


healthy feature is that in the principal 
thoroughfares there are very few shops 
vacant, 


Ground rents have fiuctuated during the 
past twelve months, and there. were several 
sales where the price was 17 years’ purchase, 
but at the present time the market price 
is round about 14 to 16 years’ purchase. 
However, the demand for ground rents in 
single collections continues to be good 
Builders’ profit rents, where there are 
numerous collections, have fallen as low as 
2 to 12 years’ purchase 

Property auctions were a feature of the 
year. and many lots were successfully 
knocked down under the Lammer at re- 
munerative pe Furniture auctions con- 
tinue to realise good figures, and the demand 
for well-made second-hand furniture continues 
to command a high figure, when contrasted 
with the more showy movern production, In 
which there is not the same variety available 
as in the past. 

Valuations have been brisk throughout the 
year, and the widening of George's street, 
Wexford street, and Redmond’s Hill has pro- 
vided some interesting cases for decision. 
There is no dou»t that with the growing 
congestion in the centre of the city some im- 
provements in traffic arteries will have to be 
made in the near future.

The good housekeeper will give her full 
order to the grocer now, although she will, 
of course, require to make another Visit 
just before Christmas to choose those food 
stuffs which might go bad if purchased 
too. soon. 

In the same way the order for the 
greengrocer can be given now for delivery 
later. Celery is a most useful vegetable 
at this season, as it can find place either 
boiled and served hot with parsley sauce; 
eaten raw, either with cold meat or in a 
course to itself, or used in stews, in 
sauces, or for garnishing. It has the 
added advantage of being absolutely at 
the height of its season. 


FRUIT 


All kinds of fruit should make a special 
appeal to the Christmas caterer to balance 
her other concoctions. Fruits, with the 
exception of grapes, may be ordered home 
right away. 

Lemons, for the punch-bow], should not 
be forgotten. And then, at another 
counter, one can hardly resist laying in a 
stock of those se attractively packed figs, 
dates, and crystalised fruits. 

While still at the greengrocer’s 
remember that at various .points during 
the Christmas week-end sandwiches will 
be required. In view of the richness of 
seasonable foods, utter contrast of sand- 
wich filling should make the best appeal ; 
for this occasion tomato filling is the 
freshest and lightest. Since it is fatal to 
leave any such preparation to the last 
minute. the fresh tomatoes should be 
bought now, the sandwich filling made 
right away.

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RE you looking forward somewhat 
apprehensively to the day before the 
children's party—wondering what new 
sweets you can prepare in place of the 
insipid jellies and Slamemasens so usually 
askociated with youthful festivities? 
Try these original sweets. ‘They are as 
nourishing as they are delicious, and wil! 
appeal to grown-ups as well as to the 
children. 


Ginger Delight. 


Decotate the bottom of a 15 pint mould 
with preserved ginger and strips of 
angelica. Pour gently on to this a little 
lemon jelly, to cover the bottom of the 
mould to a depth of about one inch. 

Prepare the ginger cream as follows :— 
Yolks of 3 eggs, ó tablespoonfuls of un- 
sweetened full-cream condensed milk made 
up to 3 pint with water, 2 tablespoonfuls 
white sugar | 

Beat the eggs and dissolved milk to- 
gether, stir in the sugar and bring gently 
to the boil. Boil for a few minutes over 
a slow gas, stirring all the time, until 
the mixture thickens. Set aside to cool. 
Dissolve 2 oz. gelatine in 4 gill water. 
Add 4 gill of the preserved ginger syrup, 
and 3 oz..of preserved ginger cut up into 
small pieces. Mix with the ginger cream, 
then add 1 gill of stiffly ae cream.

' oENERAL FRANCO’S ‘“reprimand’’ for the British Govern- 
ment, contained in his reply to the International Non-Interven- 


tion Committee’s proposal for supervision of the frontiers of Spain, 
was the subject of scathing comment at the meeting of the Com- 
mittee in London yesterday. 


INTERVENTION COMMITTEE | 


The proposal was to establish a system of supervision over the 
land and sea frontiers of Spain and of the Spanish dependencies, 
and when the Committee was discussing the replies from the two 
parties In Spain, M. Maisky, the Soviet representative severely 
criticised that from General Franco. 


He declared that ‘‘this pocket General’’ had added to the vast 
accumulation of the Committee’s documents one which he could 
only describe as a compound of folly and insolence. . 


“He is graciously pleased to tell us that he ‘will continue to 
study the Non-Intervention Committee’s communications,’ ” said M. 
Maisky. With biting sarcasm, he added that the representatives of 
the twenty-seven nations of that Committee ‘‘will be extremely 
crateful to General Franco for his kind condescension, and will 
await with proper awe his ultimate findings. ’’ 


“A GREAT MOVEMENT” 


— ,—— 


The General, declared the Soviet repre- 
sentative, had found it necessary to repri- 
mand the British Government, expressing 
his indignation that Britain did not seem 
to have grasped the greatness of the 
‘‘ nationa? Spanish movement,’’ and con- 
tinued in relations with “ the so-called 
Government of Valencia.” 

Then they found a number of questions 
in General Franco’s Note which “' even 
rival his truculence towards the British 
Governmen*.” A glance. at that part of 
his reply was sufficient to convince th 
that the whole Note was nothing less than 
a mockery of the Committee and a 
mockery of the British Government, 
which was good enough to act as inter- 
mediary between the Committee and 
General Franco. 

M. Maisky declared that, in spite of the 
great deterioration of diplomatic manners 
which had occurred in recent years, there 
were limits to the degree of discourtesy 
and insolence which could be endured. 

“ I consider that General Franco's Note 
oversteps these limits. Had I received 
such a Note I should have returned it to 
its author, and, in so doing, should have 
had no fears that I was. hindering the 
coming of peace. 


FIRM. LINE NEEDED 

“ All expérience over the past few years 
has «shown that to make a bully see 
reason you must first know your strength. 
If the Committee had all along taken—or 
would even now take—a firmer line with 
General Franco and his protectors, we 
should very soon be much nearer to peace 
in Spain, and the peace of Europe, as a 
whole would be much less endangered 
than is the case to-day.”’ 

Regarding the reply from the Spanish 
Government, M. Maisky said that that 
Government was recognised by the whole 
world. with the exception of three States, 
and it was represented on the League of 


Germany to Spain is understood to have 
been conveyed by Mr. Eden to Herr von 
Ribbentrop in their talks last week-end 
prior to Herr von Ribbentrop’s departure 
for Berlin (says Reuter). 

The German Ambassador was expected 
to convey these views personally to Herr 
Hitler. 

Mr. Eden is believed to have also dis- 
cussed with Herr von Ribbentrop the posi- 
tion now reached in the preparatory ex- 
changes through diplomatic channels for a 
Locarno conference. Although Germany 
has not yet replied to the latest British 
Locarno Note, it is clear that a difference 
of opinion exists concerning the definition 
of the aggressor under any new arrange- 
mont. 

The British view is that the League 
Council is the appropriate body to fulfil 
this function. Germany, however, not 
being a member of the League, is opposed 
to this course. It, therefore, remains for 
Germany, Mr. Eden is understood to have 
pointed out, to formulate an alternative 
scheme if she persists in her objections to 
the. League. i 


SOVIET PACT 


These discussions are understood to have 
led to a consideration of the relationship 
between the Franco-Soviet Pact and a 
new Locarno. The point was raised that 
the same procedure for establishing the 
aggressor should be applied to both the 
Franco-Soviet Pact and a new Locarno:

DISTURBED AREA 


The area is occupied by followers of 
the Fakir of Ipi, leader of the men who 
carried out last month’s raid.

His schedule of visitors at the Chancel- 
lery last night igcluded General Goering, 
Air Force Minister, and General von Blom- 
berg, Minister of Defence, who are under- 
stood to have remained with the Chancellor 
until early this morning. 

It is believed that Herr Hitler has been 
considering the situation in Spain and the 
working of the non-intervention agree- 
ment, as well as economic problems. 

That no crisis is imminent, however. 
would seem to be indicated from the fact 
that the Chancellor has now decided to 
leave for Berchtetgaden to-night to spend 
Christmas there as he had planned. He 
is not expected back in Berlin before his 
annual reception to the diplomats on 
January 11 next. 

To-day he invited to lunch with him 
Herr Fritz Roepke, the only survivor of 
the wreck of the German steamer, Isis, 
which foundered off the British coast not 
long ago. Herr Hitler listened with 
interest to his story, and before he left 
presented him with an autographed photo 
graph of himself in a silver frame.

BERNE, Wednesday. 


The Swiss Federal Government. has 
formally notified Italy that it recognises 
Italian sovereignty over Abyssinia. The 
Swiss Minister in Rome to-night informed 
Count Ciano, the Italian Foreign Minister, 
of the decision. 

A communication states that the Swiss 
Federal Council, rocognising Italian 
sovereignty over Abyssinian territory, con- 
siders this territory as forming part of the 
Consular district devolving on the Lega- 
tion in Rome. 

The Legation in Rome is to serve as 
Consulate-General for Ethiopia. 

Count Ciano also received the Belgian 
Minister, who stated that Belgium is sub- 
stituting for her Legation at Addis Ababa 
a Consulate-General. There is no 
mention, however, of de jure recognition 
in this case. 

Germany, Austria, Hungary and 
Albania have already recognised the 
Italian annexation of Abyssinia. Britain, 
France and Japan, among other countries. 
have announced their decision to trans- 
form their Legations at Addis Ababa into 
Consulates, thus acknowledging in fact.
